TH E Parts thus veſicated were never 
ſuffered to heal, till the Malignity 'of the 
Diſeaſe wis ſpent; and to prevent their 
ſudden drying up, they were continually 


ſtimulated by Melilor Plaſters ſprinkled over 
with ſome Powder of Cantharides ; which 


kept up a conſtant Drein of noxious Hu- 
mours; but to afſwage the great Heat and 
Inflammations, ſometimes occaſioned hereby, 
Cole-wort Leaves were applied to them.

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* ET although! Epiſpaſticks ad ſo much 
Service to the Infected, and ſufficiently made 
amends for the Trouble and Pain they gave; 
yet they were not indifferently ſuitable to 
all Perſons ; As for Inftance, where there 
was 'an Heat of Urin, or a continual Incli- 
nation to piſs; where the Sphintter of the 
Bladder was inflamed, or ulcerated, in an 
| Hemorrhage ; or to Women with Child, or 
having the Menſes; and laſtly, where there 
was a great Languor upon the Spirits; it is 
alſo diligently to be conſidered when Epiſpa- 
ſticks are applied to Buboes or Carbuncles 
near upon Suppuration, that they do not 
fuſe the Humours too much, to admit them 
going into a laudible Pus, and give ſuch a 
Stimulus to the Parts, as may ſink the Spirits, 
and fruſtrate other Endeavours of Nature 
to _ her ſelf. 


BESIDES Hiſpaſtich, it is not loſt La- 
bour to apply proper Things to the Feet;
